Gentlemen , 


I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1942.  The  report  is  prepared  on  the 
lines  adopted  for  the  previous  year. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  occasions  little  comment  as 
it  is  about  the  average  for  the  district.  The  birth  raoe 
has  again  shewn  a considerable  increase,  and  is  not  only 
above  that  of  the  country  as  a whole,  but  is  che  highest 
recorded  for  the  district.  The  data  in  respect  to  births 
furnished  by  the  Registrar-General  apply  to  the  actual  number 
of  births  registered  in  the  district  and  are  noc  corrected  by 
transference  to  the  mother*  s usual  place  oi  residence* 


Notifiable  infectious  disease  has  been  remarkably  light 
considering  the  constant  fluctuation  in  the  population 
caused  by  the  movements  of  service  men  and  their  lamilies. 
Particularly  encouraging  is  the  comparative  freedom  ox  the 
district  from  diphtheria,  only  .one  case  having  been  notified.

Li1.: 3 the  preceding  year  194?  was  drier  than  the  average, 
the  rainfall  recorded  being  20„37  inches.  May  was  the  wettest 
month  - 3*18  inches;  March  the  driest  - 0*51  inches.

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Diphtheria  immunisation  of  children  has  been  carried 
out  at  monthly  intervals  throughout  the  year,  the 
immunising  agent  employed  being  alum  precipitated,  toxoid. 

The  immunisation  of ’ ilo  children  was  completed,  82  being 
in  the  age  group  1 - 4 years  and  34  lu  the  group  5-15  years 
Of  the  child  population. below,  the  age  of  $*  82$  have  now 
been  immunised , and  68$  between  5 and  15  years.’  This  grati- 
fying response  has  undoubtedly  contributed  to  the  low 
incidence  of  diphtheria  in  the  area. 

: 

Scabies  has  teen  prevalent,  but  the  number  of  case” 
and  their  severity  have  been  effectively  dealt  with  by  the 
looal  medical  practitioners.  In  no  case  has. recourse  to 
the  powers  available  under  the  Scabies  Order,  -1941*  been 
taken,  nor  has  it  been  necessary  to  transfer  any.  case  to 
the  Scabies  treatment  centres' provided  by  the  . County  Council.
